VICTIMS OF THE 
DISASTER. 


And There (Till Be Ten as a Remit of the 


Aspen, Colo., Collision. 


ASPEN, Colo., July It—Miss Mary 


O'Dgnnell, the ninth victim of the fright- 
ful accident near here Sunday morning, 
died last evening. Her brother, Thomas 
O'Donnell. was alive but may die at any 
moment. The rest of the injured are in a 
fairway to recover. The coroner began 
the inquest over the bodies of the dead 
yesterday. Conductor Miller, of the ex 
cursion train, was the only witness called. 
He said he did not know how the accident 
occurred, as his train was backing down 
very slowly and all precautions had been 
taken. 


A Man Who Does Know. 


One of the railway officials thus ex- 


plains how the accident occurred: 
A 


freight train was standing on a side track, 
ready to be nulled out by Engineer Shop- 
hard with the engine which •was coming 
out of the round-house. 
The switch- 


man had thrown the switch for the light 
engine when he noticed the excursion 
train backing down from the tank. He 
immediately signaled both trains to stop, 
which they did. He then signaled the 
light engine to back up, and the braka- 
mon on the rear end of the passenger, 
which had been backing up, also took the 
order. 


"Cornered" at the Switch. 


The result was a "cornering" of the 


coach and engine at the switch, the win- 
dow of the compartment conch taking off 
the check valve as before stated. The tight 
engine immediately stopped,aud the open- 
ing in the boiler made by tjie loss of the 
valve being directly opposite an open win- 
dow in the compartment lof the coach 
which contained all the passengers, except 
the three colored men, belched forth its 
awful vapor. All the other .windows and 
doors of the car were closed, hence the 
compartment took on the nature of a 
steam chest. 


The pressure of the steam in the closed 


compartment was so great that when a 
door was finally knocked open from with- 
ont the pressure of the liberated steam 
threw the rescuer violently on his back. 
The nature of the accident is such that it 
is a wonder that any of the occupants ot 
the ill-fated coach are living. 


ENDOWMENTS IN DANGER. 


Briggs' Heterodoxy Likely to Cost "Un- 


ion" Pretty Dearly. 


NEW YOKE, July It—Eight hundred 


thousand dollars, nearly the entire cash 
of endowment of the Union Theological 
seminary, is in jeopardy because of the ac- 
tion of tbe seminary directors in the Dr. 
Briggs controversy. The seminary was 
founded in 1836 by conservative Presbyte- 
rians. 
It had no denominational alli- 


ances. When the institution was poor 
ind needy Banker Brown proposed to give 
300,000 toward an endowment, but hesi- 
tated bscanse he had no assurance of per- 
nanency, either of existence or orthodoxy. 
To secure this endowment the seminary 
was placed under the authority of the 
Presbyterian church.

donated $150,000 npon the-fessurance that 
the seminary was permanently under the 
control of the Presbyterian church. Now

PRESIDENT FOLK'S NOMINATION. 


tt» New* BewlTed by the Candidate a* • 


Joke While In Court. 


Colonel John Brownlow, a ion of the fa- 


mous fighting parson, tells me then Is a 
letter in existence, written by James K. 
Polk a few weeks before he was nominate! 
at Baltimore. In this letter Polk writes 
to Andrew Jackson Donelson, endeavor- 
ing to get the support of "Old Hickory' 
to make him vice president. Afrer stat- 
ing his qualifications for the place, he 
closes as follows: "I hopa the Tennessee 
delegation will exert Its Influence in m; 
behalf as the candidate far vice president 
this has been the ambition of my life. 
Four years ago I desired the nomination, 
but I gave way to others, and now I hopi 
my friends will support me." 


"The Tennessee delegation," said Colo- 


nel Brownlow, "had no' Idea of making 
Polk their candidate for the presidency, 
and their support of him as vice president 
was merely nominal. The convention, 
however, did not know this. The friends 
of the other party were fighting hard, and it 
waa In one of the bitterest of the struggles 
that, merely to divert the attention of the 
convention, Major Donelson arose and nom- 
inated James K. Polk as a candidate for the 
presidency. Donelson waa supposed to be 
the mouthpiece of 'Old Hickory,' and the in- 
fluence of Andrew Jackson was such that 
this caused a stampede toward Polk, and 
he was nominated. When Andrew Jack- 
Son heard of It he was not pleased. He 
•had a contempt for Polk because he would 
not fight a duel with Henry A. Wise when 
he pulled his nose during his stay In Wash- 
ington as speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives." 


"What did Polk say as to his nomina- 
tion?" I asked. 


"They tell a queer story concerning it In 


Tennessee," replied Colonel Brownlow. 
'The news was announced to him by his 
brother, William Polk, and James K. Polk 
would not believe It William Polk was a 
much brighter man than James K. Polk. 
He was the Tom Corwin of Tennessee In 
his days, and was noted as a wag. He 
could tell stories by the yard, and Presi- 
dent Lincoln, who knew him welL was 
very fond of him. 


"Well, William Polk was the Brstman 
to get the news of James K. Folk's nomi- 
nation. He heard of it while his brother 
was trying a petty ten dollar Justice of the 
peace case in the town, and he came Into 
the lawyer'* office and Interrupted the 
trial, saying: 


" 'Jim, have yon heard tbe news from 
Baltimore?' 


"The future president replied that he had 
not. 


" 'Well, Jim, the nominations are made, 


and you are nominated for the presidency.' 


"James K. Polk laughed, and so did the 


rest of the crowd. They all thought it was 
one of BUI Folk's jokes, but they soon 
learned that it was the tenth, and Folk 
made an active canvass during the cam- 
paign. 


"President Polk was killed by anxiety 


and hard work," Colonel Brownlow went 
on. "He was laid In his grave by the 
Mexican war, and In some way he got the 
idea that the responsibility for that war 
rested on him. He was conscience stricken, 
and felt himself responsible for the lives 
lost in it. This feeling preyed upon him, 
and the anxiety and hard work connected 
with his position brought him to his grave. 
When he entered the White House he was 
young, straight, black haired and about 
fifty years of 020. When he earns out he 
was a stooped, wrinkled old man, whose 
hair was gray and whose step was feeble. 
He went back to Nashville, and he died In 
a few mouths after he left tbe presidency " 
—Washington Latter.
